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EVERYBODY MIST FAY TAXES 


T h e Manufacturer and Industrial News Bureau in a recent 
issue gives prominence to an article by Vance H. Evans, secretary 
of the California Taxpayers’ Association and he shows that taxes 
are the most important part of the fiscal systems of government 
in the United States today. 
Everybody must pay taxes in some way, directly or indirectly. 
Taxes and public debts have grown at such a pace since the 
World War that taxpayers are now developing a keen interest in 
matters of public finance, says Mr. Evans. 
The tremendous in­ 
creases in public expenditures have increased the tax burden. 
Professor Hunter of the University of Illinois has defined a 
tax as “a compulsory contribution, exacted by public authority 
according to some general rule, the expenditure of which is pre­ 
sumably for the common good without regard to benefits to spe­ 
cial individuals.” 
A tax is compulsory regardless of how', where, when or why 
it is levied. All taxes come from money which people have earned 
or saved. 
Government does not often earn any income itself. 
Part of the return of everyone’s individual effort is exacted by 
government through taxes. 
Professor Shirras well put it when he said, “Taxation lessens 
the resources in the hands of private individuals and transfers to 
public authority, the proceeds to be expended on different serv­ 
ices.” If this be true it stands to reason that the fiscal policies of 
government should and must be based upon as sound economic 
principles as are the industries or any business run by private 
enterprise. 
Adam Smith, in his “Wealth of Nations,” says, “Every tax 
ought to be so contrived as both to take out and to keep out of the 
pockets of the people as little as possible over and above what ii 
brings into the public treasury of the state.” 
A tax tieing com-j 
pulsory, and taking away a part of the earnings or savings of I 
everyone, can not, under any system that the ingenuity of man; 
might be able to invent, be painless, for, as Lord Mansfield, the 
eminent English legal authority, says, “I hold it to be true that aj 
tax laid in any place is like a pebble falling into and making a 1 
circle in a lake, till one circle produces and gives motion to an­ 
other, and the whole circumference is agitated from the centre.” 
You may charge taxes to things, but things do not pay taxes. 
Persons pay taxes. 
We wrell know that taxse do not, necessarily, rest where they 
are assessed. Just as a thermometer is used for the measurement 
of heat, so are taxes on things levied for the sake of measure­ 
ment. Taxes do not slay where you assess them. The heat, which 
the thermometer measures, covers everyone. Taxes, like the heat, 
affect everyone. 
Taxes show themselves in our daily cost of liv­ 
ing. There is no such person in this country, or in this state, or 
in any community, as a non-taxpayer. 
As has well been stated, 
every man and woman in this country works between six weeks 
and two months out of every year to pay the national, state, and 
local taxes. 
It is an ingenious tax collector who knows “how to pluck the 
most feathers with the least squawking,” but remember there is 
always squawking. 
We all know that the exacting of taxation is just like the pull­ 
ing of teeth. 
Science has never produced an extraction so that 
the after effects will be pleasant. 
Molars may be yanked out un­ 
der a proclaimed painless method, but the soreness resulting may 
be likened to taxation, which should convince even the most hard­ 
ened that there is no painless extraction. 
Since it is impossible to have painless taxation, it is useless 
to talk about a mythical plan which, although highly desirable, 
is but a dream. 
Our energy and thought had better be devoted 
to ways and means of reducing costs of government by develop­ 
ing a higher efficiency in the administration of all public affairs. 
The nearest approach to painless extraction of taxes will come 
about through well balanced budgets and a knowledge of public 
finance on the part of those officials responsible for fiscal policies 
—officials who will use their knowledge without consideration of 
political expediency. 
Professor Rustable says, “The raising of compulsory revenue 
means so much loss to the payers and to the community, for which 
the only return obtained is tile benefit resulting from efficient exe­ 
cution of state functions” and again, “ Any saving in the expense 
of Working the state enables a larger amount to bi* left in the p o s­ 
session of the taxpayers, and to that extent improves their eco­ 
nomical position.” 
What this country needs now more than anything else in the 
field of taxation is a simplification of the tax laws, common sense 
thinking, coupled with efficient and intelligent administration. 
Involved laws and rules governing taxation have caused much dis­ 
satisfaction. The individual should have some idea of how much 
tax he will have to pay without having to employ an attorney to 
aid him in the making of calculations. 
Our courts are today 
crowded with tax questions and interpretations of tax laws. This 
creates an element of uncertainty which is very disconcerting both 
to public officials and to taxpayers. 
Our tax laws should be simple and understandable, so that 
all of the people know what they are paying all of the time.

sieging foe. 
When Napoleon III was raptured 
wit ii MacMuhon’s army 
France had 
rust off the imperial yoke, abolished 
the assembly and for tile third time In 
eighty years had derlared a republic. 
<letters! Troctin, a brave limn and wise 
soldier, was appointed military head 
of a hastily selected provisional gov­ 
ern (Dent, his colleagues being Cmiila-t 
ta, Favre, T hi era mid Simon. The city 
wag at once aet in order to resist the 
advancing Prussians. 
But here a new difficulty arose. Purls 
was full of seels and factions, each at 
►words* point with (he other*. In the 
first French revolution the warring 
factions had combined as one against 
the advancing foreign Invasion and 
bud repelled It. But now, In IM70. with 
the (Sermon army already within a 
few days’ march of the capital, tin* pi' 
Utica! parties wrangled, disputed and 
accomplished nothing. The only point 
on which they united was their dis­ 
gust for Nnpolronlsm. 
Instead of pre­ 
paring organized resistance, the chiefs 
of these factions - "Social monocrat s.'* 
a* they were called 
spent their ener­ 
gies In hampering and trying to over­ 
throw the 
provisional 
government. 
Even when, on September 19, the Ger­ 
man armies reached Paris and laid 
siege to the city these malcontents did 
not cease from their efforts to ovc • 
throw Torc Im 
and 
Ids colleagues. 
The German armies bombarding (be 
city, starvation stalking abroad and 
internal riots and Intrigue* 
this was 
the triple state of affairs confronting 
Paris’ defenders. And, over and above 
all, hung the amazement ami black 
shame of martial France’s utter defeat 
at the hands of ber heretofore despised 
Prussian rival. 
AH this was, appar­ 
ently, sufficient to break the stoutest 
spirit. Yet, in spite of it the Parisians 
fought and suffered like beroe*. They 
endured hunger, cold ami other prlva 
dons with a gay courage that was the 
admiration of Europe. 
They Joked 
glmut the murderous hall of Prussian 
shells that scourged them dally and 
nightly with tire and death. They vol­ 
unteered eagerly for military service. 
Sortie after sortie was made against 
the stronger Prussians outside the city, 
and each crushing defeat served only 
to increase the warlike zeal of the 
brave defenders. 
Armies were raised in oilier ports 
of France to relieve die siege. 
Gari­ 
baldi himself took the Held in behalf 
of the stricken land. 
But, one after 
another, tach of these relief unities 
was beaten hack by the Invading Ger­ 
man hosts. 
At last, on January ll*. 
1871. a Him I stilly against tin* enemy 
failed. Paris could hold out no longer. 
Nothing w’as left to eat. 
FOC three 
weeks a bombardment of shells from 
every quarter bad devastated whole 
sections. 
Torrlni resigned and the 
French capital surrendered. 
A truce 
(January 28) was agreed upon with 
the Germans and elections were beld. 
In this way a new national assembly 
was chosen, Thiers was elects! execu­ 
tive head of the nation, a temporary 
sent of government was established at 
Versailles, near Paris, anil peace terms 
were discussed. 
But the Social Democrats and other 
factions in Paris saw In this an excel­ 
lent occasion to break Into active In­ 
surrection. They demanded that Paris 
he an autonomous (home-rule) city, 
disclaimed the acts of the government 
at Versailles ami opened uu eru known 
as the Commune. 
Communists were 
by no means new in France, nor w’as 
this their first active outbreak. 
They 
had been opposed to the empire, and 
now they had an equal dislike to the 
Thiers government. 
So, March is, 
1871, the horrors of a revolution again 
convulsed unhappy Paris. 
Home rule 
was declared and the Communists pre­ 
pared to hold the city against all com­ 
ers. The government tried to compro­ 
mise, but failed. Then civil war broke 
out, the government attacking the city, 
the Communists defending it. 
A sec­ 
ond siege of Paris began, lasting from 
April 2 to May 21. 
The Communists 
quarreled among themselves, indulged 
in tile wildest excesses of mob rule, 
burned public building?, ordered whole­ 
sale executions, scoffed at religion, 
murdered the archbishop, threatened 
In an excess of blasphemy to swear 
out a warrant for the artiest of God, 
and in similar 
ways demonstrated 
their unfitness to exist. 
The govern­ 
ment troops at Just forced their way 
Into Paris. After eight days of street 
fighting the Commune was stamped 
out, 6,500 of its members being killed 
and many thousands more Imprisoned. 
So ended the war, the siege and th* 
Commune. 
The battered, humiliated 
French nation slowly began to rebill in 
Its wrecked prosperity. 
The price of 
ftapoleaniiuu was paid.

The Siege of Paris 
ii'T 'H K price of u rat caught in lite 
A sewers and half cooked (for fuel, 
too, Is short) Is far higher than we 
formerly used 
to 
pay 
for 
spriug 
chicken.” 
This entry In the diary of one of 
tho survivors of the siege of Paris 
shows the straits to which the gal­ 
lant defenders of lite beleaguered city 
were reduced for the bure necessities 
of life. Rats, cab horses, the wild ani­ 
mals in the zoo, plant roots, and even 
garbage, were utilized un food. Furni­ 
ture, wainscoting and other woodwork 
went for fuel in that hitter winter of 
1870-71, while the conquering Prus­ 
sians thundered at Paris’ gates, aud 
w hile the fated city's defenders fought 
among 
themselves, starved and at­ 
tempted futile sallies against the be­ 
sieging foe. 
When Napoleon III was captured 
with MacMahon’s army France had 
cast off the imperial yoke, abolished 
the assembly and for the third time iii 
eighty years had declared a republic. 
General Trochu, a brave man and wise 
soldier, was appointed military beati 
of a hastily selected provisional gov­ 
ernment, his colleagues being Ganibet- 
ta, Favre, Thiers and Simon. The city 
was at once set in order to resist the 
advancing Prussians. 
But here a new difficulty arose. Paris 
was full of sects and factions, each at 
swords* point with the others. In the 
iirst French revolution the warring 
factions had combined as one against 
the advancing foreign invasion ami 
had repelled It. lint now, in 1870, with 
the German army already within a 
few days’ march of the capital, Hie po­ 
litical parties wrangled, disputed and 
accomplished nothing. The only point 
on which they united was their dis­ 
gust for Nnpoleonlsm. instead of pre­ 
paring organized resistance, the chiefs 
of these factions—‘‘Social Democrats,” 
as they were called-—spent their ener­ 
gies in hampering and trying to over­ 
throw the 
provisional 
government. 
Even when, on September 19, the (her­ 
man armies reached Paris and laid 
siege to the city these malcontents did 
not cease from their efforts to over­ 
throw Torehu 
and 
his colleagues. 
The German armies bombarding (be 
city, starvation stalking abroad and 
internal riots and lnirlgues-this was 
the triple state of affairs confronting 
Paris’ defenders. And, over and above 
all, hung the amazement and black 
shame of martial France’s utter defeat 
at the hands of lier heretofore despised 
Prussian rival. 
All this was, appar­ 
ently, sufficient to break the stoutest 
spirit. Yet, iii spite of it the Parisians 
fought and suffered like heroes. They 
endured hunger, cold and other priva­ 
tions with a gay courage that was the 
admiration of Europe. 
They Joked 
fib'out the murderous hall of Prussian 
shells that scourged them daily and 
nightly with fire and death. They vol­ 
unteered eagerly for military service. 
Sortie after sortie was made against 
the stronger Prussians outside the city, 
and each crushing defeat served only 
to increase the warlike zeal of the 
brave defenders. 
Armies were raised in oilier parts 
of France to relieve the siege. 
Gari­ 
baldi himself took the Held in behalf 
of the stricken land. 
But, one after 
another, each of these relief armies 
was beaten buck by the invading Ger­ 
man hosts. 
At last, oil January 19, 
1871, a final sally against the enemy 
failed. Paris could hold out no longer. 
Nothing was left to eat. 
For three 
weeks a bombardment of shells from 
every quarter had devastated whole 
sections. 
Torehu resigned and Nu* 
French capital surrendered. 
A truce 
(January 28) was agreed upon with 
the Germans and elections were held. 
In this way a new national assembly 
was chosen. Thiers Wuk elected execu­ 
tive head of the nation, a temporary 
sent of government was established ut 
Versailles, near Paris, and pence terms 
were discussed. 
But the Social Democrats and other 
factions in Paris saw in this an excel­ 
lent occasion to break into active In­ 
surrection. TI ley demanded that Parts 
he un autonomous (hmne-rule) city, 
disclaimed the acts of the government 
at Versailles and opened un era known 
as the Commune. 
Communists were 
by no means new iii Frenee, not* wa* 
this their iirst active outbreak. They 
had been opposed to the empire, and 
now they had an equal dislike to the 
Thiers government. 
So, March is, 
1971, the horrors of a revolution again 
convulsed unhappy Paris. 
Home rule 
was declared and the Communists pre­ 
pared to hold the city against all com­ 
ers. The government tried to compro­ 
mise, but failed. Then civil war broke 
out, the government attacking the city, 
the Communists defending it. 
A sec­ 
ond siege of Paris began, lasting from 
April 2 to May 21. 
Tin- Communists 
quarreled among themselves, indulged * 
In the wildest excesses of mob rule, 
burned public building*, ordered whole­ 
sale execution*, scoffed at religion, 
murdered the archbishop, threatened 
In au excess of blasphemy to swear 
out a warrant for the ernest of God, 
and in similar 
ways demonstrated 
their unfitness to exist. 
The govern­ 
ment troops at lust forced their way 
into Paris. After eight days of street 
fighting the Commune was stamped 
out, 6,500 of its members being killed 
and many thousands more imprisoned. 
So ended the war, the siege and the 
Commune. 
The battered, humiliated 
French nation slowly began to reb’uJln 
its wrecked prosperity. 
The price of 
Nsfitileonum was paid.
